The War Spirit of the North Abating. 

The Northern press continue their groans 
at the tardy enlistment of soldiers. New re- 
cruits are very hard to bo got. The New 
York World proposes to buy men into service 
)y advancing money which the law docs not 
authorize; in other words, to offer an extra 
and illegal bounty. We have just conversed 
with an intelligent Kentuckian, who spent 
two or three weeks just past in New York. 
He informed us that tho substantial people 
there really desired the war to be stopped, 
and if no otherwise, by the recognition of the 
independence of the Confederate Slates. 
They see plainly that the Federal Union 
and Government cannot b« restored by 
military coercion, and that the continu- 
ance of the war will only mnke the work 
of reconstruction more distant and diffi- 
cult. Our informant visited the recruiting 
stations, and was informed that none were en- 
listing but such as were destitute and without 
means of livelihood— for tho most part, worth- 
less, thriftless vagrants. One important re- 
cruiting post in Western New York had been 
discontinued, becauso of the aversion of the 
people towards it — the peoplcdesiring the war 
to ho stopped at once, and peace established 
between the belligerents. These facts have a 
deep significance. Is this a time to enlist 
soldiors in Kentucky to subjugate our South- 
ern brethren, when the people of the North 
are already growing sick of the hopeless job'.' 
Let our Legislature, by snlemn resolutions, 
unanimously call on both belligerents to cease 
all hostile operations, and make peace on some 
honorable and rational terms. No possible 
good can result from the strife; but something 
may be rescued from ruin by a speedy peace. 

Peace, Neutrality, and Mediation. 

The only way in the world we can con- 
ceive of, for keeping away war from 
our borders, is for the Legislature to reassert 
the Neutrality of Kentucky, request both 
belligerents to retiro beyond our boundaries, 
I and offer our mediation between them. Any 
other course will necessarily embark tho State 
in the war on the side of one belligerent or 
the other; and, as our people are much divided 
in their views, it will result in civil strife in our 
midst, brother warring against brother. The 
people at large would be content with the at- 
titude of neutrality; but there would be in" 
etant division among them, were the Legisla- 
ture to espouse, in warlike attitude, the quar- 
rel of either party to the war. This is too 
palpable to requiro illustration. "Will not the 
Legislature calmly and firmly assume this at- 
titude? If it had done so promptly, not one 
invader's foot would now press our soil. If 
it will do yet, all invaders will withdraw. 

JgyWhat litter madness is it to suppose 
that the bravo people, represented by the 
heroic victorsof Bethel, Manassas, andSpring- 
field, can be subjugated by any amount of 
military force which the North can maintain 
afield! What insanity it is to assume that mil- 
itary subjugation would restore the Union, 
which is founded on the voluntary assent and 
the mutual lovo of the parties. War deepens 
hatred. A conquered people, if it were pos- 
sible to conquer them, would never be safe 
members, in tin: same Confederacy with the 
conquerors. It would bankrupt the coercive 
party to achieve and maintain a conquest. 
This fratricidal war should therefore be instant- 
ly stopped, so that in peace the contending 
parties may negotiato the terms of perma- 
nent peaceful relations. The Legislature 
should demand of both sides a truce and a treaty 
The voice of Kentucky will be respected. 
Have her Representatives tho moral cour- 
age to express it?

The substitute reported from the Judiciary 
Committee in the House of Representatives 
of the Kentucky Legislature, making various 
acts felonies which may be done by citizens of 
Kentucky and others, is no better than the 
original bill. What a futile movo to expect 
to put down a great revolution by making the 
actors therein felons — more especially when 
such persons are acting under the authority 
of seceded States, or a government de fac- 
to called tho Confederate States. With such 
armies in the field as we see arrayed against 
each other, what want of statesmanship to ex- 
pect to disperse them by declaring their acts 
felonies. 

Gentlemen of the Kentucky Legislature, I 
know many of you, and feel satisfied you do 
not want to soe a bloody strife in Kentucky 
amongst our own people. Pause and reflect 
how many citizens of Kentucky, even loyal 
and true to the United Slates, have sons, 
brothers, and other kindred in the southern 
army. They have expatriated themselves by 
having left this State and joined tho Confed- 
erate army. This act is recognized by the 
laws of Kentucky — Revised Statutes, 1 vol., 
sec. 2, page 239. 

That law recognizes every one's right to 
become citizens of other States, and only pro- 
hibits expatriation to a foreign govern men t, 
with which the United States or Kentucky is 
at war, while the war is going on. The peo- 
ple are divided in sentiment as to the propri- 
ety of the war. They are still more divided 
in sentiment as to whether it should be aided 
and sustained by the people of Kentucky. 

Tho great Union party of the State, we af- 
firm, was built up upon the pledge to keep 
the State as such out of the waron either side; 
leaving tho citizens free to leave our State: 
take their citizenship where they pleased out 
of it. and for their acts beiio longer responsi- 
ble to Kentucky nor she for them. 

This has been the policy pursued and acted 
upon, and which kept us out of the bloody 
strife. To no one. perhaps, in tho whole 
State, have our people been more indebted 
than to the two distinguished gentlemen who 
framed and reported the original and amend- 
ed bills referred to, for tho peace policy, Ken- 
tucky has been pursuing, and which was so 
satisfactory to the people of our whole Com- 
monwealth, with the exception of a few ex- 
tremists on both sides. 

How sad to behold the perfect blindness 
and passion with which they now seem to be 
impelled! Instead of peace, it is war; instead 
of mediation, kindly, advice, and human feel- 
ing and action by Kentucky towards all per- 
sons, it is to imprison, kill, and destroy. 

Has it not occured to gentlemen, that it 
might take a score or more of such peniten- 
tiaries as wo have to secure those that would 
violate some of the provisions of their bills, if 
war is carried on in Kentucky. As well 
might wise men expect to lock and dam the 
Kentucky river to its three forks with broom- 
straw, as to expect to see our people failing to 
aid and assist their kindred and friends who 
may be compelled to light Black Republicans 
on our own soil. 

For the sake of humanity: for the sake of 
saving human life; to prevent murders and as- 
sassinations, fire and rapine amongst the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, drop your felony bills and 
address yourselves topeaco measures ; to stay- 
ing the march of war, whose iron hoof is now 
ready to tread upon your fields and pastures. 

What good can it do either tho United 
States orConfederate States, to have Kentucky 
in the fight, when her people are so divided 
when it gets to a fight, that no man can say 
with certainty, until the test is made, on which 
side a majority of her people will be? You 
bad, when blood begins to flow, as well throw 
chaff against the winds, as to expect to arrest 
thepassions of our people or tostay thcirhands. 

For the sake of humanity, for the sake of 
civilization, for tho sake of wives, children, 
and friends, pass no felony bills by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, but leave the whole sub- 
ject, if we must bo in the war, to the United 
States, where it properly belongs. Kentucky 
has no right to declare war nor to make rules 
for its government. 

Saying no more of its policy, have the Leg- 
islature the right to pass such a law. The 
Constitution of the United States defines 
treason, and the acts of Congress prescribe 
the punishment. If tho persons who fight 
for the South aro not to be regarded as bel- 
ligerents but as traitors, Congress has pro- 
vided a punishment for their crimes, whether 
done in Kentucky or out of it. Are you not 
making another punishment and attempting 
to give the State Courts jurisdiction over the 
offense, when the acts of Congress already 
cover it. 

Have you the right to declare what is or is 
not a crime against tho laws of the United 
States? Could you legislate to punish crime 
committed in robbing the mails, in obstructing 
tho mails, or doing any act ngainst the United 
States? You can't declare war or make peace. 
A man will be in the predicament of being a 
traitor to the United States under their law, 
a felon under yours, for the same act? 

Tho whole spirit of the law is against the 
principle of the cases of Sturges vs Crown- 
inshield, 4 Wheal., 122; MeCulloch vs Mary- 
land, 4 Wheal., 316; Gibbons vs Ogden, 9 
Wheat., 1, 2U9, 210; Ogden vs Sai/nlters, 12 
Wheat., 213; I'nited States w Hart, 1 Peters' 
C. C. Sep., 390. 

The United States have exercised their 
power and right to legislate on the subjects 
of your bills; therefore, wero it conceded 
the rights were concurrent, they having as- 
sumed to act, you can not do 60 constitution- 
ally. There is no need of such a bill. It 
can't be enforced, but by leading to retaliations 
of a frightful character. Let us do. if wo can't 
have peace, all we can to have the war con- 
ducted on civilized principles. Treat each 
each side as belligerents, and do them acts of 
kindness instead of sending them to our pen- 
itentiary. You little know what the pul.-ation 
of the Kentucky heart is getting to be over this 
felony bill. If we are to have tho Bastile or 
Guillotine, don't let it be said the Kentucky 
Legislature inaugurated it.

The developments of the following I 
communication ought to startle the people of 
Kentucky respecting the perfidious conduct 
of some of their political leaders. It is from 
the pen of one prominent in the Union party 
up to the hour of its desertion of the policy of 
neutrality : 

IFor tho Yeoman.] 
Tho Conspiracy Against the Peace and Neu- 
trality of Kentucky by the Very Authors of 
the Neutrality Policy— A Startling Develop- 
ment. 

Thero is a secret history connected with 
events recently transpiring in Kentucky, not 
yet fully disclosed, but gradually finding its 
way to the light. Day by day facts reach the 
public car, which not only startle it, but also 
serve as a clue to othors still more startling, 
as yet held back, but which cannot long be 
concealed. When they shall nil be fully 
brought to the light, and that history shall be 
written, better for some of the men engaged 
that they had never acted in the great events 
now going on, and that history had never 
deigned to notice their deeds or chronicle 
their names. To the awful guilt of civil war 
and fraternal blood upon their souls, will be 1 
added the eternal execrations of future gen- 
erations upon their perfidious deeds and dis- , 
honored lives. Within the last few days, it 
has in some manner leaked out that shortly 
before the June Congressional election, a 
meeting was held in the city of Louisville, at 
which were present most of the members of 
the Union Central Committee, together with ■. 
a number of prominent Union men from dif- I 
ferent parts of the State, principally from the 
central districts. They met by special invi- 
tation of the Central Committee, to consider j 
and take steps in view of the movement of 
Gen. Rousseau, then just begun, in recruiting j 
and organizing his regiment in Kentucky. 
Tho point directly considered was the effect 
that movement would have upon the fortunes I 
of the Union party at the approaching elec- 
tions. The subject was fully discussed, there i 
being considerable division of opinion in the 
meeting. Some insisted upon an immediate ! 
cessation of the recruiting, as. if not a violation 
of the neutrality of the State, nt least greatly 
endangering the success of the part v. Others 
justified it. and favored open and direct co-op- . 
eration with the Federal Government. It ! 
was urged on the other side that the people 
were not then prepared for the movement, ' 
would regard it ns a violation or abandon- I 
ment of neutrality, and that tbe effect might | 
be fatal to the success of the party at the ejec- 
tions soon to come off. These arguments pre- | 
vailed, and finally, upon the score of expedi- 
ency, it was determined that the mask ofi 
neutrality should be kept until after the Au- 
gust elections, and Gen. Rousseau advised to j 
suspend his recruiting and remove his en- i 
catnpment across the river. This was accord- J 
ingly at once done, and the people thus 1 
falsely and wickedly lulled into the belief ^ 
that tbe neutrality of the State would be scru- 
pulously kept by the Union party. But to j 
satisfy the violent Union men in the meeting, ' 
it was at the same timo agreed that immedi- 
ately after the August elections the nn.sk of 
neutrality should bo altogether thrown off, 
the G en eral Government be invited to take j 
.military occupation of tho State, and that in , 
the meantime the minds of the party should 
be cautiously prepared for such a movement, 
and all necessary steps taken to that end. 

Rumor has it that it was in this meeting 
that Camp Dick Robinson was first suggested 
and agreed upon. With this understanding; 
the meeting broke up, and the members re- 
turned to their homes to still preach neutrality 
and peace, and thus deceivo and betray tho 
people. How successful they have been may 
be judged from the late success of the Union j 
candidates, and the present bitter laments of I 
an outraged and betrayed people. From June I 
until August, not one word was said or inti- 
mated by Union organs or orators as to the ; 
establishment of such camp or camps. But, 
on the contrary, to make their duplicity more '• 
shameless, Rousseau and his" regiment were | 
removed from the State, and the cry of Union I 
men, leaders and all, was all neutrality and 
peace. The elections over, the Union party 
in power and tho people lietrayod, the camps 
were immediately begun, and now nothing i« 
breathed by the same men but war and 
slaughter. It is also rumored that some time 
between the June and August elections, a 
similar meeting of Union men was held in 
Cincinnati, nt which was present Lieutenant 
or General Nelson. At this meeting several 
gentlemen are said to have protested against 
the whole scheme, as being an act of bad faith 
and a fraud upon the people; nnd it was un- 
derstood by them that the whole thing was to j 
be abandoned. To their great surprise, how- 
ever, they learned a few weeks later that the t 
scheme was still going on; that active prepara- 
tions had then been made to carry it out; and 
the next thing they heard was the establish- 
ment of the camps in Garrard county. 

It is said that still a third meeting, of the 
same character, was held in Lexington a very 
few days before the last election. The imme- 
diate and open establishment of the camp was 
violently insisted upon by a few of the per- 
sons engaged, whoso self-respect and honor 
revolted at the secrecy and duplicity which 
they thought was sought to be practiced by 
their confreres. Hut at the most urgent so- 
licitations of a couple of gentlemen present, 
one a candidate for the Senate, the other for 
the House of Representatives, nnd their repre- 
sentations that the step, if taken before the 
election, would \<o fatal to their success, 
the objections of the more honest members of 
the meeting were overruled, and the move- 
ment postponed a few days. The two mem- 
bers were elected, and are now daily voting 
in their respective houses, in violation of their 
pledges in the canvass and the known wish 
of the great body of the people who elected 
them. 

So it seems that cortain unscrupulous and 
perfidious leaders of tho Union party have 
been engaged in practicing a gross fraud, 
not only upon the people, but also upon 
their co-leaders in the same party. Who are 
thoy? The Union party, deceived and dis- 
honored, demands to know. The pcoplo be- 
trayed, ruined, and now sought to bo en- 
slaved, must and will know. The facts can- 
not long be kept back. When they do come 
out, woe to the guilty parties wbo have thus 
beguiled and betrayed an innocent and con- 
fiding people. Better that they had never 
been born, or that their lives had been passed 
in ignoble obscurity. The present generation 
must not be denied the bitter privilege of curs- 
ing theirwicked and bloody treachery, nor his- 
tory robbed of the stern but faithful duty of 
gibbeting their memories. Let the facts be 
known. SIDNEY". 



Affairs in Southern Kentucky. 

Chicago, Sept. 17. — A special to the Jour- 
nal, from Cairo, says that a portion of Ken- 
tucky west of the Cumberland river, has been 
declared under insurrectionary control. 

Secretary Chase has instructed the Surveyor 
here to prevent all commercial intercourse 
with that section, and to search the baggage 
of all persons going thither. 

The gun-boat Conestogo captured the rebel 
steamers Stephenson and Gazell, up Cumber- 
land river yesterday. One contained 100 
tons of iron. 

A dispatch from Jeff. Thompson says that 
the force opposite Columbus is 2,800, and that 
they are without shot, shell, or provisions. 
He expresses the opinion that the comvnand 
will disband. 

From Gen. Price's Army. 

"Jefferson Citt. Sept. 17. — The corres- 
pondent of the St. Louis Republican writes as 

follows: 

A person, arrived here this morning, reports 
that on Wednesday night (Jen. Price was 
moving towards Sedalia, with 11,000 men, and 
Parsons was there with 2,500 Rebels nnd 10 
pieces of artillery. Other accounts say Price 
|eit Warrensburg for Lexington on Wednes- 
day night. 

Reports arc current that Lexingion has 
been taken, but they are not believed. 

Parties from Pitts county report a fight at 
Blackwater, in which the Secessionists defeat- 
ed the Homo Guards and burned the lilack- 
water bridge. 

Jefferson City, Sept. 17. 

A man mimed Griffith arrived here to-day, 
and states that on Saturday last Gen. Price, 
with 17,000 men, had surrounded Lexington 
and had sent a summons to Col. Mullegan to 
surrender. Col. Mullegan refused, when 
Price is reported to have sent word that he 
would give him till Monday at 4 o'clock to 
surrender, nnd that if he did not that he would 
march on him with a black flag. 

It is confidently thought in military quar- 
ters here that Gen. Sturyi-s has by this time 
reached Lexington from St. Joseph, ami that 
Price will be cut off or forced to retreat. 
Quite a panic prevailed at Georgetown on the 
receipt of reports from Lexington, and many 
families fled, fearing an attack from the Reb- 
els. All quiet here, and no apprehensions of 
any immediate attack.

A Proposition Rejected. 

Washington, Sept. 17. — There is a rumor 
to-day that the offer of our Government to 
accept the proposition of the Paris Conference, 
in reference to privateering, has been rejected 
by the European powers. The report, how- 
ever, has not yet been confirmed. 

Government has purchased all the woods 
which border on tbe railroad from Washing- 
ton to the Relay House. The timber will be 
cut down and transported to Washington, to 
be used as fuel. A larg« number of men are 
now employed in felling the trees, leaving 
the track of the road clear on both sides.

Washington, Sept. 15. 
British Xeutrality Illustrated. 
In the course of a conversation between 
Lieut. A. B.Cumniings, of the ship Richmond, 
at Port Royal, with Capt. Morris, cornmand- 
ing the British guard ship Ulcus, the latter 
said : 

"I suppo-e you are in senrch of privateers? 
We are ordered to observe a strict neutrality, 
and if tbe Sumter were to come in to-morrow, 
she would receive the same attention and 
assistance you have. We can make no dif- 
ference." 

He read an extract from a letter from the 
Lord Commissioners of the Admiralty, which 

says : 

'•In the event of any vessel bearing the flag 
of the Confederate States, you are to observe 
a strict neutrality." 

The Bag is described, nnd the letter adds 
that the number of stars will be increased in 
case new States should be added to the Con- 
federation. 

Cuba and the Rebel Flay. 

The proclamation of tho Captain General 
of Cuba, recognizing the right of vessels fly- 
ing the Rebal flag toenter that port, is thought 
to bo in revenge for efforts of our Consul at 
Havana, to break down the slave trade. The 
Spanish Minister here knows nothing of it. 
lt was probably issued upon the Captain 
General - own responsibility. 



Bowling-Green to be Occupied by Lincoln 
Troops. 

It is reported on what appears to bo good 
authority, that Gen. Rousseau's brigade at 
Camp Jo. Holt, will strike tents on Tuesday 
night, come over to Louisville immediately, 
and taking special trains to Bowling-Green 
proceed at once to occupy and fortify that 
important and strategetic point. It is stated 
they will be joined at some convenient point 
on tbe route by some of the regiments now 
at Camp Dick Robinson, in Garrard county. — 
Lou. Courier, llth. 



St. Joseph Occupied by the Federalists. 

St. Louis, Sept 17. 

Gen. Sturgis, with one regiment of infan- 
try, two companies of cavalry, and one of ar- 
tillery, took possession of St. Joseph, Misso- 
ri, on Friday last. 

It is reported that a battle took place nt 
Lexington yesterday between the Federal 
forces there and Green's Rebel's in which 
most of tho latter wero captured. This needs 
confirmation. 

Another bridge was burned on the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph Railroad a day or two 
since, precipitating the locomotive into the 
stream, killing the engineer. 

Reports are current here that the Confeder- 
ate forces have evacuated Columbus.

The Thunderer of the War. 

We publish below the lending editorial from 
tho last issue of the London Times that has 
reached this country. The editors of the 
Times, the ablest journalists in the world, and 
occupying a position of observation unclouded 
by the local questions, prejudices, &c, which 
lind us at home, see things as the Federal 
leaders do not look upon them in this country, 
and those whom the advice of this paper con- 
cerns will do well to reflect a little upon it. 
The article below is an unusually able one, 
and will be read with no ordinary interest by 
both sides of the terrible dividing issues of the 
day: 

Impossibility of Restoring the Union. 

"Were England at this moment to announce 
to the world its intention to make the speedi- 
est possible conquest of France, or were 
France to make the same declaration as to 
England, the world would laugh at the egre- 
gious folly that had inspired the design and 
prompted the boast. The world would grant 
that, supposing either people to be infatuated 
enough, and obstinate enough, it could inflict 
enormous and irreparable injuries on the 
other, but only at the cost ol equal injuries to 
itself. The ball once started, Fortune might 
befriend this side or that; it might give to 
either great victories or periods of advantage; 
it might even place one eventually over the 
head of the other, but still only at a cost ut- 
terly out of proportion to the value of the 
miserable result. JJow, thatis the case of the 
two Confederacies across the Atlantic, where 
the surviving half of an effete Federal Union has 
undertaken to reduce the other half to its 
Federal duties. 

We say that this is' the case, but before we 
proceed a step further, it is necessary to ob- 
serve that the case of the Northern Americans 
Is in some important respects more difficult 
than ours would be. They are not so united 
as we have always fx>und ourselves in war. 
Their border States feel a divided allegiance. 
Tbey havo to protect more than a thousand 
nij'.cs of land frontier, including one closely 
eagurod position surrounded by foes or ill- 
affected adherent*. Speaking tho same lan- 
guage as their foe, they havo no means of ex- 
cluding spies from their lines, or even trai- 
tors from their ranks. They have to make a 
standing army and a fleet. They have to 
learn the first elements of tactics, and even 
military discipline. They are without sol- 
ders, or officers to command and to train them. 
Their revenue, at its best, before the war, was 
only just sufficient to meet the interest of thu 
debt likely to be incurred bv two years of the 
war on its present scale. I'hat revenue, how- 
ever, is, to begin with, maimed by the loss of 
the seceders and by the stoppage of traffic, so 
that it is questionable whether it will be pos- 
sible to do more than repair that loss by the 
new taxes now imposed. 

American credit is not so good as British, 
nor is the credit of a Federal I'nion in process 
of dissolution likely to be equal to that of a 
united people. Lastly, war, which changes 
its character according to circumstances, es- 
tablishes special rules of probability for differ- 
ent localities. The one rule established by 
all American warfare is that the advantage is 
on the side of defense. Our offensive opera- 
tions always failed against fortified positions; 
against breastworks thrown up in a night; 
against forests full of an invisible foe; against 
heat, hunger, and thirst; against the ever im- 
minent flank attack ; against the certainty that 
every step diminishes the number, the strength, 
and the munitions of our men, and increased 
those of the enomy. The present war might, 
for its incidents, be a chapter in our own dis- 
astrous wars on that soil. The Northerners 
have advanced upon a fortified position, but a 
duv's march from Washington. They hate, 
arrived at the point with a force already melt- 
ing away, far short of the list on paper, beaten 
with heat, hunger, thirst, and a long march, 
and surprised on both flanks by the sudden 
outpourings of railways. While this has oc- 
curred in Virginia, almost within sight of 
Washington, a column of 8,000 Federalists, 
advancing against a foe thrice their number, 
has met with the same fate, no doubt for ttltich 
the same reasons, at Springfield, four or live 
hundred miles to the west, — as if in order to 
warn the Northern States that what has hap- 
pened is no accident, no result of peculiar rir- 
cuDii/ance-s or personal failure, but by inevita- 
ble rule. 

There is but one enterprise which can be com- 
pared to this, and that is the First Napoleon's 
gigantic, but infatuated, attempt upon Russia. 
That was a case of a great political alliance, as 
grand as a Federal Union, comprising the 
best, the wealthiest, and tho most populous 
part, and the best soldiers on the continent of 
Europe, advancing into a territory, the sparse 
and poor population of which; scarcely sur- 
passed that of the invading host. Winter 
might be the immediate cause, but it was also 
the apology of the tremendous rout that en- 
sued. If any ono will attempt to compare 
the means of the Federalists with those of Na- 
poleon, he will find them far inferior in every 
respect; while, there is no doubt that the South- 
ern .Slates arc far moreablc tudefeud every point, 
every position, every line in their territory, than 
the Russians were in theirs. They have moun- 
tainous ranges instead of steeps; they have a 
«mulation accustomed to carry arms, and 
i>iTtW"« glad to use them ; they have railways, 
and abundiineu of food and other necessaries 
of war. They aro evidently superior in gen- 
eralship, and in the social organization best 
adapted for war. 

The result is that thus far they havo shown 
thev can dispute every inch, and keep the in- 
vader alwavs under the npprelfension of being 
either outflanked or driven back upon his 
own capital. Against all this it can only be 
said that the Northern States have the pre- 
ponderance in white men, in money, and in 
credit. These, indeed, would be important 
considerations, if the Southern States were in- 
vading tho Northern', and seriously preparing 
to drive every armed Northerner into the St. 
Eawrence. They would be important if this 
were the ordinary case of two countries at 
war with one another; but it is not. The 
Northerners are engaged in the reduction ol the 
Southerners. They are acting on the offen- 
sive against a foe which, on its own land, is 
content to act on the defensive, excepting 
only that, should the opportunity occur, it 
would advance its line of defense to include 
the capital. Experience shows that under 
ordinarv circumstances a comparative small 
population, with little money and means of 
war. is sufficient for a very good defense. 

We are in a condition to offer advice. "We 
can advise the Northern States of America, as 
we can advise the legitimate Princes and the 
despotic Courts of Europe. Let the states- 
men at Washington only do what England 
has done before a hundred times, and what 
all Europe has done, is doing, and will still 
do. It is not "Old World" advice. It is not 
of the leaven that Washington and Franklin 
felt it their mission to extirpate. It is the 
verv latest and newest lesson of Unman affairs; 
mock newer than steam, the electric telegraph, 
or rifled cannon. Do the Northern States 
really belong to the New World, or are they 
onlv'a bit of tho Old World, with allitspride, 
its 'bigotry, and its tyranny, stranded on the 
Western shore of the Atlantic/ The advice 
we give them is" what they have taught us be- 
foreLind we only say to them, as many a son 
ff { sav to his" father. "Practice what you 
teach " * Let the Northern States "accept ih> 
situation," as we did eighty years ago upon 
their own soil; as Austria did two years agoat 
Viltafranca and Zurich. Let them count the 
cost before they march forth to drive half a 
million armed men a thousand miles across 



their own country into the Gulf of Mexico. 
Let them consider whether they can do what 
Napoleon could not do in the plenitude of 
his power, with many times their number, 
their stores, their credit, and, above all, their 
military skill and experience, his school of 
Generals, and his supply of veterans. What 
they purpose to do and be is not only to be as j 
good as the Southerners, or a little the better, j 
but overwhelmingly superior. Are they .' Is ] 
not this an overweening opinion of themselves? 
Can they drive the Southerners like a flock 
of sheep, smoke them out of their own nests 
like wasps, ferret them like rabbits, and bag 
them like game.' Let them just look forward a 
little, and consider the probable stateof things 
next year, and the year after, and twenty 
years hence. Even we who sang such songs 
of triumph in 1814 and 1815, felt that we and 
all Europe would have done much better to 
think what we were about in 17«3. If a clear 
foresight shows, and must show that there must 
be two Federations, and thai on no other footing 
willpeace ever be made, it will be much better 
that it should come to pass after one year's 
war than after ten or twenty. It is not as if 
the Union or two Unions were the only alter- 
native. As the war proceeds, no man can 
tell w hat new powers and combinations may 
arise and particularly how far the Western 
States will endure the taxes and financial ob- 
ligations necessary for the war. The advice 
we otter is only what the Americans have 
given to all the world. It is a hank of their 
own cotton — a pipe of their own tobacco. 
Let them consider what they can do, and 
what neither they nor all tho world can do. 
At present they are only giving a triumph to 
many a foe, for there is not a circle of old ab- 
solutist statesmen and diplomats who did not 
read the story of their diffictdties and reverses 
with a bitter smile. They will hear with at 
least respect, perhaps with disappointment, 
that the North and South have agreed to part 
friends. 
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Southern Resources. 

There is no country on earth so rich in re- 
sources as the South. It is God's favored 
region, on which His hand has lavished 
boundless wealth. A single glance at the 
map, anel the most casual view of its numer- 
ous advantages must satisfy any mind that it 
was furnished and destined by the Creator of 
all things to be the seat of a mighty and 
flourishing nation. All its features indicate 
that it was intended to have a national exis- 
tence and career of its own, and to be tribu- 
tary to none. 

No other portion ofthe earth possesses such 
a combination of natural productions and re- 
sources. The three great k ingdoms of nature, 
the animal, the vegetable ami the mineral, 
contribute their richest treasures to its aggran- 
dizement. 

All the domestic animals which contribute 
to the sustenance nnd convenience of man can 
be roared in this favoied region. Horses, 
mule*, and cattle find here a conjonial clime,, 
in which they reach their highest perfection. 
Its boundless corn fields can fatten innumerable 
hogs. The true lattitude ofthe sheep, which 
furnishes both food and clothing for our 
race, is in the South. It was Mark Cocker- 
ell, of Tennessee, who at the World's Fair, 
in London, took the gold medal, in competi- 
tion with the woo] growers of the world, 
with wool of Tennessee growth. The moun- 
tains of Tennessee and North Carolina sur- 
pass even those of Spain as sheep pastures. 

In the variety and value of her vegetable 
productions, the South is without a rival. 
She excels the North in the growth of cereals, 
while to these she adds cotton, sugar, rice, to- 
bacco nnd indigo, the elements of an immense 
commcre'o, to whose expansion there are no 
limits. Their magnitude and value are shown 
by the fact that they furnished four-fifths of 
the exports of the old I'nion, and that any 
interruption in their supply would derange 
the commerca of the world. 

In mineral resources, also, the South posses 
exhaustless wealth. She has coal nnd iron 
enough to supply the world, and is rich in 
lead, zinc, and copper, and also in manganese, 
saltpetre, sulphur, salt, and other minerals. 
Tho South has, also, a territory greater in ex- 
tent than that of tho leading empires of 
Europe, watered by mighty rivers, by innu- 
merable streams, affording limitless water 
power, with an extended sea coast, dotted 
with harbors, accessible to ships of the lar- 
gest class, and with a climate, temperate 
and delightful nnd peculiarly favorable to 
the highest development of the human spe- 
cies. 

Added to all these vast nnd varied resour- 
ces, the South bus a population, combining 
more elements of strength than any other of 
equal numbers on the globe. In her slave 
population of four and a half million, she has 
a body of laborers, hardy, industrious, relia- 
ble, and adapted to her industrial pursuits, 
equal, according to late acknowledgments of 
Northern writers, to double tfie number of 
white inhabitants at the North, in productive 
capacity, and the value of their labor. In her 
white inhabitants, she has a population of 
freemen, who in point of intelligence, energy 
and courage, are unequalled. Animated by 
an intense love of freedom, an unbending 
pride, an indomitable personal courage, and a 
lofty chivalry of character, they can Heather 
be awed bv fear nor subdued by force. 

Without presumption we may well rely on 
the ability of a country with such resources, 
to maintain her independence against the as- 
saults of an enemy, twice as powerful as the 
North. It is well for the people of the. South 
to look at their own resources, to know and 
feel their own real strength, that they may 
entertain the confidence which they are enti- 
tled to feel in their ability to maintain success- 
fully their present struggle against an insolent 
foe bent on their subjugation.

England and Spain and the Confederate Flag. 

It would seem from our dispatches this 
morning that foreign powers are gradually 
drawing nearer to the Southern Confederacy. 
Though the Spanish Minister denies the re- 
port from Charleston in relation to the Con- 
sul-General of Cuba and the Confederate flag, 
another dispatch tells us that the Cabinet 
was in se sion on the matter yesterday. 

Then comes the statement of Licutenat A. 
B. Cummings as to a conversation between 
himself and Capt. Morris, of the English 
Navy, in tho course of which the instructions 
of tiie Lords Commis-ioners of tho British 
Admiralty were produced and read. These 
instructions arc to treat the Confederate ves- 
sels tbc same as those of the United States. 

Is this the stepping stone to more signifi- 
cant and serious proceedings by foreign pow- 
ers toward tho Confederate Government ? 
This recognizing the Confederate flag the 
same as that of the United Slates may really 
mean nothing, and may not be an unusual 
thing, but taken in connection with other 
matters of recent occurence in Canada nnd 
throughout the South by agents ofthe British 
and French Governments, it looks ominous of 
coming trouble. A short time will deter- 
mine the meaning of these demonstrations by 
the Spanish and English Governments. In 
the mean time, we have no doubt, the Cabi- 
net will thoroughly sift the matter, nnd if 
found to be true, demand explanations "of 
these powers — On. Eng., \"th. 



Affairs at Pahuoah. — The St. Louis 
News, of Saturday evening, says tho Federal 
forces at Paducah has been increased to 10.- 
000. The battery on the Kentucky shore op- 
posite Cairo, will, when finished, be a formid- 
able work. The total number of Federal 
troops stationed around the junction of the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers — at Cairo, Bird s 
Point, Norfolk, Paducah, and the Kentucky 
shore opposite Cairo — is said to be :50,000.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Wednesday, Sept. 18, 1861. 
Prayer by Rev. J. M. Lancaster, of the 
Catholic Church. 

The rending of the journal was dispensed 
with. 

The rules wero suspended to enable the 
Committee on Federal Relations to make a 
report. 

Mr. FINNKLL, from the Committee on 
Federal Relations, then made the following 
report : 

The Committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom was referred the communications of 
the Governor of this Commonwealth, to- 
gether with those of Generals Polk and Zolli- 
bofler, of the Confederate Army, informing 
the Governor that they had seized and were 
occupying, with large military forces, por- 
tions of the soil of Kentucky, have had the 
same under consideration, and ask leave to 
make the following report: 

Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the so-called Confederate States, and the com- 
manders of the forces so invading the State 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the 
dignity of the State by demanding terms to 
which Kentucky cannot listen without dis- 
honor; therefore, 

lie it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the in- 
vaders must be expelled, inasmuch as there 
arc now in Kentucky, Federal troops 
assembled for the purpose of preserving the 
tranquility of the State nnd of defending 
nnd protecting the people of Kentucky in the 
peaceful enjoyment of their lives and prop- 
erty; it is further 

Resolvd. That Gen. Robert Anderson, a 
native Kentuckian, who hns been appointed 
to the command of the department of Cum- 
berland, be requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from the 
Commonwealth, to call out a volunteer force 
in Kentucky for the purpose of repelling the 
invaders from our soil. 

Resolved, That in using tho menus which 
doty and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shnll bo molested on neconnt of his po- 
litical opinions; that no citizen's property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of smh 
opinions, nor shall any slave be set free by 
any military commander; and that all pence- 
able citizens and their families, are entitled 
to nnd shnll receive, the fullest protection o ' 
the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties, nnd their property. 

Resulted, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor ofthe Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in bis power to 
accomplish tho end desired by these resolu- 
tions, and that he cull out so much of the mil- 
itary force of the State under his comma id as 
may be necessary therefor, and that be place 
the same under the command of Gen. Thomas 
L. Crittenden. 

Resolved, That tho patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon, to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

A lengthy discussion ensued, which wns so 
elaborate and important that the report is re- 
served for a more cnreful preparation than its 
publication in this pnper would allow.
